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ORIGINAL ANECDOTE. 


While on a journey recently, in the country, I fell 
in company with a gentleman, a member of a Baptist 
church in E n. Finding me to be of the Universal- 
ist persuasion, he used a great deal of frankness ; and 
after having conversed for more than three hours, (dur- 
ing which time he made many propositions, all of which 
I answered to the best of my ability) I had the happi- 
ness to hear him say that he was satisfied as to the cor- 
rectness of my views. In the course of our conversa- 
tion, he observed to me, that some foue or five years 
since, there was a reformation in the neighbourhood 
where he resided. Amongst many others that joined 
the Baptist church at that time, was a young man of 
good abilities, though naturally of a wild, giddy turn 
of mind. Soon after this event, he left the place, and 
was absent about three years; and at his return, (it 
having been previously ascertained that his life did not 
correspond with bis profession) inyself, said my informa: 
er, together with Squire , who was also a mem- 
ber of the church, were appointed a committee to la- 
bour with him. We represented to him what we had 
understood to be his manner of life, and the tendency 
of such conduct. All this he frankly acknowledged : 
But, said he, it is no more than you might reasonably 
have expected. Look around you ; examine the lives 
of professors; what are they ? Are they better now 
than they were before their conversion? Not a whit. 
Those that were before steady, sober, benevolent, &c, 
so remain; and those who, like myself, were of an op- 
posite disposition, have experienced little or no im- 
provement. True, the effects of these things some- 
times remain for a considerable period, but at lgngth, 
almost invariably, they wear off and disappear ; leavy- 
fng scarcely a trace behind. The gentleman informed 
me, that, on a moment’s reflection, they were conrine- 
ed of the truth of the young man’s observations ; and 
were constrained to acknowledge to each cther, that it 
was out of their power, conscientiously to contradict 
them. The committee, of course, effected a retreat as 
soon as possible ; and it is not difficult to say which 
party had the greater cause for exultation. :
